In no other f-injile transaction, per- 


haps, with the exception of the Paw- 
tucltet bridjje muddle, has the munici- 
pal council shown such fatuous judg- 
ment as In us action relative to the 
jilncy business in this city. 


It has passed an ordinance to regu- 


late the business, providing that every 
applicant 
for H jitney license before 


being allowed to do business must fur- 
nish a bond for 52000 from some Mass- 
achusetts bonding or insuiance com- 
pany. The applicants endeavored to 
comply with this provision, 
but 
no 


Massachusetts company, so far as as- 
certained, would grant such insurance. 
They consider the risk too great. 


What then is the situation? 
Several of the men who tried in vain 


to qualify under the ordinance have 
started to do business without a li- 
cense. Ill this they seem to lie fully 
justified for the reason that if 
the 


ordinance hnd required each applicant 
to get the c-ntlci'S'.iinciu of the kaiser 
of Oermnny or the shah of Persia, it 
would not have been rt whit more pro- 
hibitive than in its present form. 


Finding that the jitney operators fat) 


to comply with an Impossible condition, 
the police step in and hale the opera- 
tor's to court to answer the charge of 
doing business in violation of 
a city 


ordinance. 
The\ were found technical- 


ly guilty, fined $20, and the cases were 
then appealed to a higher court. 


The validity of this absurd ordinance 


will now have to be passed upon by 
the supreme court whose decision may 
not come for a year or 
two 
years. 


Meanwhile the jitney business in Low- 
ell is under the 
nan. Anybody who 


enters it thereby places himself in the 
category o£ a lawbreaker, 
liable 
to 


prosecution and conviction. But

The hearing was held 
on the complaint o£ frank E. Dunbar 
of Lowell, against Arthur Avdes of 70 
East street, North Attleboro, who, Mr. 
Dunbar claims, ran inlo his automobile 
while operating a jitney from North 
AUIeboro to Pawtuckef. 


Mr. Dunbar was the lirst witness to 


tell his story at the hearing yesterday. 
"1 was driving my car toward Boston 
on last Labor.day and was just near- 
ing the town or North AUIeboro when 
this accident happened. 
I had 
four 


passengers In my car. 
As 1 proceeded 


down the long stretch of straight road- 
way before reaching North Attleboro, 
I noticed another car stalled by the 
side of the road on the opposite side of 
the street from me. As a approached 
tho car I slowed down almost to a 
stop and actually stopped just before 
reaching U, as I noticed several cars 
coming toward mo and. I thought the 
best thing to do would bo to await 
their actions. 


"I had no sooner stopped my car 


than the operator of the first ear com- 
ing toward me drew up In back of the 
stalled machine, hut this had no sooner 
happened than the second car coming 
toward me, which happened to be op- 
erated by Mr. Avdes, eanie quickly 
from behind Iho first car. In his at- 
tempt to get between our cars, Mr. 
Avdes collided with Ihe car that had 
slopped to let me pass, drove that car 
Into the stalled machine, hit my ear 
and nlso a car that was standing be- 
hind me. Avdes was driving at about 
35 miles an hour and was unable to 


, slop his machine until he had passed

Experiments End in Success 


The successful transmission of

human voice to the Mare Island station 
yesterday was the culmination of sev- 
eral months of experiment on the. part 
of the naval experts engaged in the 
development of radio telegraphs'. These 
experiments have been conducted In 
co-operation with the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph company und 
with the Western Electric 
company. 


Officials of both concerns were present 
at the wonderful transmission yester- 
day, and took part In-the conversations 
with San Francisco. 
, While naval officers are 
most 
re- 


served In making any estimates of the 
military value of the new achievement, 
they hold out the promise of conver- 
sation between a person far Inland 
with another person hundreds of miles 
out at sea as a possibility of the near 
future. There Is no doubt, however, in 
the minds of those who have partici- 
pated in the development thus far at- 
tained that wireless telephony prom- 
ises to inaugurate- a new era in com- 
munication with naval vessels at sea- 


company and tho "Western Electric 
compans', In co-operation with radio 


tatlons under jurisdiction of the navy;

wireless telephony has been made pos- 
sible.

Atty. Dunbar Believes 


1 that Reckless Autoists 


Should be Punished 


BOSTON', Sept. 30.—About 20 people 


from Ijowell, N'orth Attleboro and Paw- 
tucket, witnesses of an automobile ac- 
cident which occurred on tho main 
road from North Auleloro io Paw- 
tucket on last Labor day, appeared be- 
fore the Massachusetts highway eoin- 
miHsInn yesterday to tell tlielr stories 
of the mixup. The hearing was held 
on the complaint of Frank E. Dunbar 
of Lowell, against Arthur Avdes of 70 
Kast street. North Attleboro, who, Mr. 
Dunbar claims, ran into his automobile 
while operating a jitney from Kuilli 
Aillcboro to Pawtucket. 


Mr. Dunbar was the lirst witness to 


tell his story at the hearing yesterday. 
"1 v/as driving my car toward Uoston 
on last Labor day and was just near- 
ing the town of North Auleboro when 
. this accident happened. I 
had ' lour 


passengers In my car. As I proceeded 
down the long stretch of straight road- 
way before, reaching North Auleboro, 
! noticed another car stalled by the 
side of the road on the opposite side of 
the street from me. As a approached 
the car I slowed down almost to a 
•stop and actually stopped just beforo 
reaching ii, as I noticed several cars 
coming toward mo and I thought the 
best thing to do would he to await 
tlH'ir actions. 


"I had no sooner stopped my car 


than the operator of the first car coin- 
ing toward me drew up in back of the 


. stalled machine, but this had no sooner 


happened (ban the. second car coming 
toward me, which happened to be op- 
erated by Mr. Avdes, came (juickly 
from behind the first car. In his at- 
tempt to get between our cars, Mr. 
Avdcs collided with the car that had 
stopped to let me pass, drove that car 
into the stalled machine, hit my car 
and also a car that was standing bo- 
hind me. Avdcs was driving at about 
35 miles an hour :md was unable to 
stop his machine until ho had passed 
our automobiles about 150 or 20(1 fs-ct. 
If my car had been moving at nil we 
would certainly all have been killed. 
As It was. the damage done was not 
.-jo great, but I felt that it was a case 
of very reckless operating and thought 
that the matter should be brouahi he- 
fore'the slate authorities. 


"I saw Mr. Prescott, the operator of 


the car that had stopped to let mo 
pass, put out his hand, warning all 
cars behind him thai he was to slop, 
and as evidence that Avdcs was driv- 


• 
ing lit an nxcesslve rale of speed I 
might say that Avrtes hit three cars 
going through n space that hundreds 
of other operalors drove, their cars 
through during the rest of the after- 
noon." 


Henry E. Prescott nf Franklin, X. II., 


told exactly the same story as did Mr. 
Dunbar, but added that when the jit- 
ney operated by Avdes hit his car it 
drove him into the stalled automobile 
which was about 25 feel ahea'd of him. 
He said that Avdes should have seen 
all of the cars at least 500 or 600 feet 
down the road and should not have 
caused the accident.

The "Apple Grading Law," and the

go into effect July 1, 1310! 
• The law fixes a standard for barrels 
which is the same 
as 
the 
United 


States standard, and a standard for 
boxes uniform with standards of the 
principal apple-growing states; .it de- 
fines a 'closed package; it establishes 
three standard grades and provides 
that all apples sold in closed packages 
not conforming to these three grades 
or, if conformity, not branded in ac- 
cordance therewith, shall he deemed 
"ungraded" and so marked; It requires 
every closed package of apples packed 
or repacked within the state to be 
marked in a conspicous place with cer- 
tain information as to its contents; it 
specities that closed packages contain- 
ing apples packed or repacked without 
the state to be "sold within the state 
as of a -Mass, standard grade snail not 
be falsely marked; it authorizes thesec-
